Scourges of the Past.

was followed by the Four Hundred 
during the middie ages, when the 
“black death” 
spread a desolation of which it is diffi- 
cult to form any conception in these 
days of comparative “sweetness and 
light.” 

But we must not lay too much flat- 
tering unction to our souls. Taking 


into account the advances in science 
and knowledge of the causation of dis- 
ease, we are todsy relatively just as 
neglectful as our forefathers. Reck- 
fess and careless habits in defiance of 


disease risks are still common enough 
and are responsible for a tremendous 
waste of life. 


The Fall In the Death Rate. 


In the registration area of the Unit- 
ed States the death rate bas fallen 
from 19.6 per 1,000 in 1890 to 15.4 in 
1908. Ip Massachusetts tbe death rate 
has fallen from 19.4 in 1890 to 17.5 in 
In Engiand and Wales it bas 
fallen from 19.5 in 1890 to 14.7 in 
1908; in Sweden from 17.1 in 1890 to 
14.9 in 1908, and in France from 228 


1907. 


in 1890 to 14.9 in 1908~ 


This is a splendid: showing, but when 
we analyze the material from which 
these figures are derived we find that 
the death rate among young people 
has fallen more than 80 per cent, while 
the death rate among the middle aged 
and elderly has either been slightly af- 
fected or markedly increased, accord- 


ing to the locality investigated. 


In Massachusetts the increase in the 
death rate at advanced ages is really 
startling and doubtless reflects a con- 
dition general througbout the country. 

We know that the degeverative dis- 
eases affecting middie life and old age 
—apoplexy, beart disease, Bright's dis- 
ease, arterial diseases, etc.—bave in- 
creased 105 per- cent during the past 
thirty years Jn the registration area, 


and an increase in the mortality at 


ages affected would naturally follow, 
such as is exhibited ip the Massachu- 


setts statistics. 


But the limit of prevention and im- 
provement among the infectious dis- 
eases that affect young lives has not 
yet been reached. These diseases, such 
as typhoid, cholera infantum, tubercu- 
losis, etc., should be absolutely eradl 


cated.

A deep 
driven well far removed from any 
possibie source of contamination, 
should be secured, if possible; other- 
wise cisiern water, held in a slate gp 
cemented cistern, is safer. Suspected 
water should always be boiled. 

I have elsewhere dwelt upon the im- 
portance of proper sewage disposal, 
but it cannot be too often stated that 
the old fashioned methods employed 
in the country are barbarous and un- 
worthy of a civilized nation, Study 
this question carefully and adopt a 
system, whether surface irrigation or 
portable dry earth closet, etc., that 
will protect your family and your 
neighbors from disease. If greater 
care is pot exercised ip this regard 
the state wust step in and act vigor- 
ously to protect the community from 
typhoid, bookworm and other mala- 
dies due to soil pollution.

It is located in 
the heart of a very rugged region that 
is difficult of access. Of late years it 
has been visited by a great many 
tourists and sightseers. Very recently 
some travelers visited this freak of 
old Mother Earth in automobiles, and 
one venturesome motorist drove his 
car across the bridge, passing. sufely 
over the yawning chasm. The stone 
02 which the span is composed is (lark 
brown sandstone of an unasually hard 
quality, and the thickness of the span 
is twenty feet or more. Engineers 
who have made a careful examination 
of this bridge pronounce it perfectly 
safe and secure and fully capable o1 
supporting an immense weight.

A “round robin” is one of those 
documents of which the name is fa- 
miliar to most people, but which un- 
commonly few have ever seen or sign. 
ed. Every one knows that the thing 
which bears so sineular a name is a 
communication—letter, remonstrance, 
warning or the like—the signatures 
to which are written around the cir- 
cumference of the circle which in- 
closes the body of the epistle or 
radiating therefrom like the spokes of 
a wheel from a hub, so that the re- 
sponsibility of signing is equally 
shared. No one signatory can be 
accused of being either the first or 
the last to sign, of being the leader 
or the whipper in. 

The most famous example on record 
probably is thé remonstrance which 
was sent to Dr. Johnson in connec- 
tion with his epitaph on Oliver 
Goldsmith. The doctor had prepared 
an epitaph in Latin, but dome of his 
friends, who had also been friends of 
Goldsmith, took exception to it on 
two grounds, the first being that it 
did not avite do justice to the author 
of the ‘Traveler’ as a writer, and 
particularly as a poet, and the second 
that it should be written in English.

It 
begins, ‘‘We, the  circumscribers,” 
and the signatures, written around 
the circle which ircloses the address, 
include those of Gibbon, Burke, Jos. 
Warton, Sheridan, Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds, George Colman and half a 
dozen others who are nowadays but 
little known. Johnson took the re- 
monstranece in good part, but as to 
not writing the epitanh in Latin de- 
clared that he would never consent 
to disgrace the walls of Westminster 
Abbey with an English inscription! 
The whole story is eminently charuae- 
teristic of ‘both Johnson and _ his 
times. ":

A BENEFACTOR OF INDIA. 


Sir William Wedderburn Has Made 
of Hindus His Life Work. 


Sir William Wedderburn, Bart., 
who presided over the great Indian, 
National Congress at  Allahabad,, 
recently, and who on his arrival in 
Bombay from England was the recipi- 
| ent of a unique, spontaneous ovation, 
is a former very high official of the 
Indian Government, and is probably 
the most popular man of that class 
among the natives. Sir William in 
his long official career always showed 
himself so sympathetically disposed 
to the individual and communistic 
interests of the natives that they 
came to regard him as a tried na- 
tional champion. Other eminent of- 
ficials by the hundred have unselfish. 
ly devoted their lives to the problem. 
of improving the conditions of the 


mainspring of their benevolent exer- 
tions on behalf of the people of Hin- 
dustan was their duty and their de 
sire to render useful service to the 
Empire. Their efforts have general- 
ly excited the admiration, and to 
some extent, the gratitude of the 
masses of the people; but have not 
won their full confidence and affec- 
tion. Sir William* Wedderburn is 
one of the very few high Indian of- 
ficials who have accomplished that, 
The average native of India regards 
Sir William not merely as an official 
benefactor of his race, but as a lover 
of it; as a man to whom the personal 
and racial interests of the Hindus 
are precious for their own sakes, 
apart altogether from Imperial con- 
siderations. Seme brother officials, 
during his tenure of office in the 
East, accused Sir William of unduly 
pandering to the racia! feelings and 
prejudices of the people India, and, 
consequently of encouraging the 
spirit of Indian nationalism and un- 
rest. Be that as it may, the fact re- 
mains that he is deeply beloved by 
our dusky fellow subjects in the In- 
dian empire. When he landed at 


Bombay on His way to Allahabad, 
he was most enthusiastically receiv- 
ed by the leading people of the city 
at the landing stage, and all along 
the three miles of the line of route 
through the native town the whole 
Tudian populace lined the streets.
